In the bill itself; pro- 
vision is madé “for a Council of Eighteen, a 
large number of ‘whom may have seats in 
Parliament, and’ none of ‘whom the Queen 
will have the power of appointing. Four 
are to be chosen the holders of Indian 
atock, and the five by the 
Parliamentary electors of London, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Glasgow and Dublin. The quali- 
fication for office in the case of the Queen’s 
nominees and those of the stockholders, is to 
be ten years in the civil or military service of 
the Company, or five years in the Queen’s In- 
dian Army. The representatives of the five 
cities are not required -to possess any other 
qualification than t in the trade 
withthe East Indies for the five years next 
preceding the election.

The Mormon War. 

The reported surrender and flight of the 
Mormons do not seem to be fully confirmed 
by the more recent intelligence. It is now 
stated. that Governor Cumming has indeed 
been permitted toenter Salt Lake City, witha 
few. personal attendants, but. without an army 
escort ; and the credit of having accomplished 
this result issomewhat ostentatiously ascribed 
to Colonel Kanz, whose mysterious mission to 
the Mormon head-quarters excited public curi- 


osity some.weeks since. But the rumor that 


any considerable portion of the Mormons, or 
even their leaders, had fied to the White River 
Mountains, or that they had consented to the 
entrance of the army and the full reestablish- 
ment of Federal ‘authority in the Territory, 
still lacks confirmation. Bricgnam Youne has 
said from the beginning that if Governor Cum- 
uine would come peacefully and without an 
army, no opposition would be offered to his 
entrance: he would be received and treated 
with courtesy.- Up to this time this offer has 
been spurned by the Federal authorities. They 
have insisted upon marching the army into the 
Territory, and maintaining it there te support 
the authority of themewGovernor. According 
to the recent reports, the Federal Government 
would seem to have abandoned this position, 
and to have consented at least.to the terms 
proposed by Youne at the very outset. It is 
not likely, hewever, that the army will be 
withdrawn,—and the chance of meeting with 
resistance. from the Mormons seems to be 
greatly lessened. 

The expense of this Mormon campaign will 
not fall short of eight.or ten millions of dol- 
‘lars,—and it is estimated by some that it wilt 
reach twice that amount. A more flagrant 
and utterly useless waste of the public money 
can scarcely be conceived. The whole move-

Railroad Depreciation. 

The rapidity with which Railroad structures 
and property depreciate is not understood by the 
public generally ; although it is a fact interest- 
ing» both ‘to the ‘traveling community and 

to those who. purchase stecks.for investment. | 
Within a few days we have had an impressive 
example of the speedy decay of bridges, which 
may possibly direct attention for the moment to 
that of Railroad property generally. 

Take the case of a new road which shall | 
cost, if you please, ten millions of dollars. 
When it is opened, everything being fresh and 
new, bridges, embankments, grading, ties, iron 
and cars, the idea of decay scarcely enters into 
the mind of the public. Yet it is a settled 
fact that all these must be made-over, and 
another expense of.ten millions incurred 
within a-peried of ten years. In other words 
the depreciation ffem ordinary use is equal to, 
ten per cent. per annum on the original cost. 
At the end of ten year®, all that remains will 
be the right of way. Evidently,to keep a road 
good, under the process of wear and tear, close 
and constant attention must be given by com- 
petent men to the condition of all its parts.
